It could become 
closely linked with the 
Colony's great social prob- 
lom—its refugees, and St 
could help to provide an 
effective solution to that 
problem.

‘In 1943 the Stadium, which Is 
now the sporting pride of Spain, 
was opened and given the name 
of Santingo:Hemabeu, He has 
been president of the club ¢ver 
since, and was recently un- 
animcusty voted president for 
the next four years, 

When Bernabeu picked the 
site of the Stadium the land 
cost the equivalent of a penny 
per square foot. Today, with 
Madrid rapidly expanding, that 
same land surrounded by 
modern 20-storey blocks of flats 
Js valued at the cqulvalent of 
£10 per square foot. 


Avorage attendances at Real 
Madrid League games top the 
100,000 mark, with gate receipts 
ef £3,400, And because the 
club. is a non-profit-making 
‘organisation in’ which all the 
committeemen from Bernabeu 
down are honorary officials, al!
